HOUSE ADOPTS MEASURE BY A 

VOTE OF 1»5 TO 101. 

Last of Taft's Proposed Acts Oees to 
iswato tor Ceweurrsaaa 
Oemeerau Split. 

Washington.— With the RepuMlcaa 
side a nalt and the OaaMcratlo 
lines brokea ta twata the poatal sav- 
ings beak biU waa passsd by the 
houae Tbnraday by a veto ot I9t to 
191. 

Thia Is the last of the presldeat's 
legtalatlve measures to bare to paaa 
the houae at this aesaion— the laat, at 
least, that the prsaldsat will InaUt on. 
The houae baa now passed the rail- 
road bill, the aUtehood bUl and the 
conaervallon bill. The Inlunction bill 
will be permitted to alumbcr In com- 
mittee, the prealdent having told 
house leaders be will not Insist on It 

htom now until adjournment the 
house will mark time, while tha saa- 
ate completes ita work and the con- 
fi rees ({ct together on bills on which 
the house and senate diaagree. The 
general deficiency appropriation and 
the public buildings bills can be 
brought out and passed at short no- 
tice. Neither will be the subject of 
general attack. 

Whether th* poatal savings bank 
bin aa It paaaed the bouse will have 
to go to conference la uncertain. The 
president approves the houae bill, 
which is a substitute for the senate 
measure. Senator Uorab, who was
